-» the season. Strong westerly hot winds blew down the Gangetic plain, whilst equally strong 
ly winds brought up moisture into Bengal which fell during thunder-storms over the 

nee, and more especially in the northern and eastern districts in the neighbourhood of 

‘the hills. All these conditions were very fully marked on the morning of the 21st, when the 
barometer was about one-fifth of an inch below the average over a considerable part of 
Upper India The air was remarkably dry, more especially over the Western ata Ae 
. 


. 


The humidity on the morning of the 21st, at Mussoori, was only 7; the correspondi 
average humidity being 50. 

The abies continuance of these abnormal weather conditions was at last followed 
by very considérable changes. Pressure increased rapidly in Behar, Bengal and Northen 
India, whilst it continued relatively low in Central and Southern India. Easterly winds 
advanced up the Gangetic valley cooling the air and increasing its humidity. ‘This’ was 
followed by a series of dustestorms and thunder-storms in Upper India. 

In Bengal the changes were equally well delined, but of an opposite character, The 
sea-winds drcreased rapidly in strength and were very feeble and unsteady during the remainder 
of the week, whilst the moisture they brought up passed westwards to increase the humid - 
r™ ty of the air in Behar and the North-West Provinces. Hence aiter the 2Ist hardly any 
‘rain fell inthe Province, beyond a few -howers in Orissa, South Behar and Chutia Nagpore. 

The following tabic indicates approximately the variation of the temperature and 
humidity from the average throughout the Province for the past week :—

Fairly 
general rain was received in Orissa and in the Moorshedabad district, where rainfall had been 
considerably below the average since Ist April, Local showers again fell over the same area 
ou the 20th, and extended tothe north-eastern districts of North Bengal and to North 
Behar. On the next day the weather was generally unsettled over the whole of the Province, 
and thunder-storms, with moderate heavy showers of rain, océurred in North and Kast 
Bengal, North Behar, and the Nuddea, Khoolna, Jessore, and Moorshedabad districts of 
South. West Bengal. A few scattered showers also fell in Chutia Nagpore and the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs. : f 
During the remainder of the week frequent showers fell in Orissa, and a few light

Saturday, Wth May.—The barometer began to rise in the Eastern districts, but con-_ 

tinued to fall in the Western districts. Pressure was considerably below the average; tem- - 
rature was high. It was 5° above the normal in Bengal and North Behar, and slightly 
low it in South Behar and Orissa. Westerly winds in South Behar and Chutia Nagpur 
«made the air very dry. Light local showers fell during the day in a few districts of South- 

West Kengal and in Cooch Behar ‘ 

Sunday, 27th May.—'the \arometer was now rising over the whole Province. Pressure 
was from :03” to ‘07” below the normal. Temperature was excessive. Mean temperature of 
the day was 6° above the normal in Bengal and North Behar, 3° above it in South Behar, and 


+ 1°¢in’ Orissa. Easterly winds set in over Behar and gave clouded skies and increased 


humidity. ain fell in Orissa, the Moorshedabad district of South-West Bengal, and in 
soveral districts of North and Kast Bengal, Some heavy showers fell in the Moorshedabad 
district. The heaviest was a fall of 3 inches at Jungipore: ‘ 

Monday, 28th May.—'The barometer continued to rise over the whole Province. Pres- 
sure was now very slightly below the average of the month. Heavy rain fell after the 
sultry weather of the preceding day over a large part of the Province and cooled the air, 
so that the mean temperature was generally slightly below the average. General rain, due to 
thunder-storms, occurred in South-West Bengul, and to a less extent in North Bengal, the 

© Chumparun and Shahabad districts of Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The heaviest fall was 
4:18 inches recorded at Cutwa in the Burdwan district. 

Juesday, 291h May.—The rise of the barometer continued, and pressure was now above 
the average. ‘The mean temperature of the day was slightly above the normal in Bengal, but 
was 4° below it in Behar. Winds were shifting round to west again in South Behar. Little 
rain fell on this day, except in Chutia Nagpur and the Chittagong district and adjacent hills. 

Wednesday, 380th May.—A further rapid rise of the barometer now raised the pressure 
over the Province from 1” to °2” above the average. Temperature varied slightly from the 
average. The -weather was sultry, with very light moist winds in Kengal, and dry westerly 
winds in South Behar and Chutia Nagpur. ‘hunder-storms giving local showers 
occurred during the day in Orissa, South-West Bengal, Chutia Nagpur, and the Cooch Behar 
district. The heaviest fall (1:97 inches) was registered at Contai. 

Thursday, 31st May.—Uhe barometer at last began to fall again, the fall commenci 
slowly in East and North Bengal. Pressure was still very high, and was from ‘1 ine 
to ‘2 inches above the average over the Province. .'Temperature again increased and weather 
became more sultry. The air was very dry (20 per cent. below the average). In South Behar 
and Chutia Nagpur winds were everywhere unusually light. Less rain was recorded onthis 
day. Local showers limited in extent fell in Orissa, South-West Bengal (more especially the 
Moorshedabad district), Chutia Nagpur, and in the Julpigori and Cooch Behar districts. 

Friday, 1st June.—The barometric fall now extended to the whole Province, but was 
as yet not large in amount. Temperature was again excessive. It was 4° above the ave: 
of the day in Kengal and North Behar. Thunder-storms with rain occurred in Orissa, the 
Western districts of South-West Bengal, and in the Chittagong district.

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SUMMARY OF METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS —__ 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, 8rx JUNE 1883. 
€ 


© Brrorr commencing this the first weekly statement of the meteorological observations 
taken under the recently sanctioned extended scheme for Bengal, it appears desirable to state — 
the chief features of the weather and meteorology of the past three months, and their pro- 
bable connection with the approaching monsoon. 

The most important features in the meteorology of Northern India have been excessive 

temperature, unusual dryness of the air, stronger winds than usual, with a strong northerly’ 
element in the wind directions. Frequent storms with snowfall have occurred in the 
. Himalayas, and hot weather storms in Upper India, some of which appear to have been 
. abnormally violent. In Bengal. the southerly winds have for a part of the time been 
unusually strong. The combination of these with the very dry winds of the Gangetic 
Valley has given excessive rainfall to the eastern districts of Bengal, and deficient rainfall 
to the Behar and Chutia Nagpur areas, or to the western half of the province. That this 
has been mainly, if not entirely, due to the stormy weather, and the large snowfall in the 
Himalayas, is probable, if not almost certain. The effect of heat over a large area is to set 
up a vertical ascending or convection current with its attendant horizontal circulations. 
Similarly, the effect of cooling a large area is to sot up circulation of an opposite kind, viz. 
downward convection eurrents with the corresponding lateral circulation of indraught and 
outdraught. Hence it is certain that increased snowfall over a large area like the Himalayan 
district would produce a stronger downward current over that area than usual, which would 
evidently show itself in the plains of Northern India by an increase in the northerly 
element of the winds. Again. jus as an ascending mass of air becomes moister and cooler 
by the mere process of ascension, so «a descending mass will become hotter and drier 
Hence the descent of larger masses of air thon usual from the hills towards the plains 
would evidently give rise over Northern India to diminished humidity and to excessive 
temperature. ‘I'he effect would be further increased at and near the earth’s surface by a 
secondary consequence, viz. that a larger proportion of the solar radiation or sun’s heat 
would pass throngh the drier air and be effective in heating the earth’s surface and the 
superincumbent air, : 

Hence the occurrence of excessive snow during the pre-monsoon months would be almost 
certainly aceompanied with very high temperature aud excessive dryness of the air in 
Nortkern India. ‘Che meteorological conditions in the Bengal Province are more _ complex, 
as it is under the influence not only of the dry land winds of Upper India, but also of the 
sea winds at the head of the Bay which are related in strength to the former. The general 
character of the weather in Bengal during the past two months has been indicated in ‘the 
summaries of rainfall for April and May published in the Gazette. 

The most satisfactory method of estimating the differences between the meteorological 
conditions of the present year and the normal conditions is by means of the abnormal 
variations of pressure. The following are the most important :— . 


1st.—The abnormal variations for the whole of India are negative for the months of 
January to May. or pressure has been on the average over the whole country lower than the

> The materials have not yet been collected for an extension of the principle to tHe 
determination of the probable character of the rains of a single province. The general 
inference is that the rains will, so faras can be judged from the antecedent conditions, pro- 
bably be normal throughout the province of Bengal, and abundant in the neighbourhood of . 
the hills. . 
e The past week commenced with high pressure. It gradually and slowly gave way, until 
at the end of tha week it was about a tenth of an inch below the average. Temperature was 
excessive during the greater part of the week. Southerly winds continued on the Bengal Coast. 
On the last two days of the week the monsoon current was advancing along the Pegu and 
Aracan coasts, to which it gave moderately heavy rain. Defore this rain fell in local showers 
in every part of the province, but ceased for two or three days from the 7th, whilst the 
monsoon was advancing along the east coast. During this period also westerly winds again 
set in for a brief period in Behar, a: d gave excessive temperature and dryness of the air. 
The present week will probably witness the establishment of the monsoon in Bengal 

Saturday, June 2nd.—The barometer fell briefly over the whole province - amounts 
varying from 11” at Gya to 02” at Chitts gong. Pressure was above the average for the day. 
Temperature was everywhere excessive. The mean temperature of the previous 24 hours was 
7° above the average in Behar and 4° in South-West Bengal. Winds were unusually light. 
Westerly winds continued in Behar and Chutia Nagpur when the air was very dry. Local 
storms with light rain oeonrred in the Dalasore district and 24-Rergunnahs and in East 
Bengal. ‘he heaviest rainfall reported was 192 inches at Commillah, 

Sunday, June 3rd.—The barometer continued to fall, except in North Behar and at 

‘Burdwan. Pressure was above the normal of the day by amounts ranging from ‘01” at 
Gya toll” at Calcutta. The mean temperature of the past 24 hours was 7° above the 
average in North Behar, 5° in South Behar, 4° in East Bengal, and 1° in South-West bengal. 
Easterly winds were extending in Behar and giving increased cloud amount. Thwnder- 
storms and showers occurred iu the Khoolna and Jessors districts, the 24-Pergunnans, the 
Backergunge, Rungpore, Cooch Behar, and Durbhanga districts. Very light local showers 
also fell at a few other stations The heaviest falls were 2°72 inches at Buxa and 2-34 
inckes at Buseerhaut.

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5 cae RAINFALL SUMMARY OF THE MONTH OF MAY 1883. 
Tut meteorological conditions of the month of May are generally similar to those of 

April, with the exception that the contrast between land and sea is more strongly marked. 

Temperature increases very rapidly in Northern India, and the seat of maximum tem ue 
“cure 1s transferred from the Cent:al Provinces to South Behar, Chutia Nagpur, the southern 
‘districts of the North-West Provinces and Rajputana, The hot dry land winds blowing 

down the Gangetic valley and across the Chutia Nagpur plateau increase in strength unti 

the third or fourth week of the month. As a further result of the same general atmospheric 

+  gonditions, the sea breezes at the head of the Bay also usually intensify during the month 
more especially in the western angle of the Bay, where the southerly winds blow somewhat 
more strongly than they do during the rains They also extend to some distance further 
down the Bay than in April. Hence they bring up larger quantities of aqueous vapour, 
but under similar conditions to those of the preceding na Hence also rain falls in 

*.- larger amounts throughout the province in May than in April, but occur under similar 

circumstances; that is during thunderstorms, nor-westers, &c. The general distribution + 
of the rainfall of the month is also similar to what it is for April. Thé lines of equal 
amounts of rainfall run nearly due north and south, or more or less parallel to the general 
direction of the hill barrier of Eastern Bengal. 

The average rainfall of the month is less than 2 inches over the southern parts of the 
Chaprah and Mozufferpore distriews, the Gya and Shahabad districts, and Chutia Nagpur. 

It increases from 2 to 5 inches from a line defining and limiting the above districts from 
the rest of Bengal to a line running through Arrareah (in ry district), Raigunj 
(in the Dinagepore district), Meherpore (in the Nuddea district), Burdwan, Ghattal (in 
the Midnapore district) and Saugor Island. Between this line and a line running through 
Rungpore, Jamalpore (in the Mymensingh district) Brahmunberiah (in the Tivperah district), 
Commillah and Cox’s Bazar (in the Chittagong district), it increases from 5 to 10 inches. To  , 
the east of the last line, that is over the eastern portion of the Mymensingh, Tipperah, and 
Chittagong districts, and in Cooch Behar and the Western Duars, it exceeds 10 inches, and 
increases rapidly in amount in the immediate neighbourhood of the Garo and Khasia hills, 
_and the hills of the Western Duars, and up the sides of these hills to a limit of perhaps 
3,000 or 4,000 feet. . 

The rainfall of the month oecurred during two different sets of conditions. From the 
Ist to the 21st low barometer, with unusually strong south-westerly winds prevailed over 
Bengal. They brought up much aqueous vapour, which was condensed and deposited as 
rain, chiefly in Eastern and Northern Bengal, and more especially over the districts between 
the Tipperah and the Garo and Khasia hills. The rainfall was specially heavy in the 
Rilchar district of Assam, and gave rise to excessive floods. Frequeut showers also fell 
from the Ist to the 5th in South-West Bengal and Orissa. In Behar and Chutia Nagpur 
the weather was hot and dry, and the skies cloudless. From the 5th to the 17th very “Tittle 
rain fell in South-West Bengal, Orissa or Behar. There were here and there a few 
local showers of little importance. Several showers occurred on the 18th, and more or less 

neral rain fell on the 19th and 20th in South-West Bengal, North Behar and the Sonthal 
ergunnahs, 

On the 21st the barometer began to rise rapidly and was above the average during the 
Jatter part of the month The south-west winds suddenly fell off, and were much below 
their average strength during the remainder of the month. The rainfall which now. ac- 
companied them was much less than before. Hardly any rain fell betwoen the 21st and 25th, 
except in Orissa.

The total ne Serta was thus considerably in excess of the expenditure 
during ie ing year. Excluding works which have been commenced, the 
Inspector-General gives a list of the works still required to place the Jail 
Department “ in a thoroughly satisfactory position as regards its jail buildings.” 
The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see that the list is a small one, and he hopes, 
as funds become available, to provide for them. When they have all een 
finished, and the numerous works now in hand are conéluded, Mr. Rivers 
‘hompson believes that ‘here will be little left to do either to improve the 
sanitation or to add to the security of the various jails in Bengal, as far as 
the buildings themselves are concerned. he report of the progress made in 

’ the work which is now being carried on is, with one or two exceptions, satis- 
factory. The Chumparun and the Julpigoree jails have been completed; the 
additions to the Furreedpore jail have been finished, and also the additions to, 
and the alterations in, the Russa and Mozufferpore jails; tle new Gya and the 
Pubna jails are now occupied by the prisoners; with the exception of the civil 
ward, which will soon be ready, the Rungpore jail has been completed ; im 
the Bhagulpore jail one of the new barracks has been completed, while a 
second barrack in the Backergunge jail will soon be finished; the new barracks 
in the Mymensingh jail will, it is expected, be finished before the rains, “and 
progress is being made in the Dacca jail.

The remaining 7 were effected by prisoners 
outside the walls, There were no escapes from cells at night, and on this 
point Dr Lethbridge remarks: ‘‘ For the first time in the history of the depart- 

* ment no escape was effected at night from a sleeping ward or cell, nor is an 

-escape possible after the prisoners are locked up, if jail officers will only carry’ 
out the elaborate rules laid down for their guidance.” The Lieutenant- 
Governor regards the results as extremely good, both as marking the better 
system of jail discipline and the efficiency of the jail guards. For neglect in 
connection with the 20 escapes, 18 salaried officials and 6 convict officials ‘were 
punished. Of the prisoners who escaped during 1882, 14 have been recaptured, 
as well as 6 prisoners who escaped in bilan years. 

“13. The report of the state of discipline in the jails throughout these 
provinces during the past year is most satisfactory, the jails, with a few 
exceptions, having been thoroughly well managed in this respect. There 
was, however, an increase in the percentage of: offences committed by 
prisoners on the daily average jail population.

During Mis recent tours, the Lieutenant-Governor made an especial puint of 
“enquiring into this subject, and he can confirm the conclusions which the Inspec- 
tor-General records. In a place like a jail, there must always be a large number 
of petty offences, and so long as these are for the most part limited to failures 
and omissions in connection with the work, and are not offences against disci: 
pline, the actual number is of comparatively little consequence, provided, as 
would seem to be the case, that a large proportion is detected by the vigilance 
of the Jail staff. In the matter of punishments, it was conclusively established 
by the registers, and by the testimony of official and other visitors, that no 
penalties were ever imposed except under the orders of the Superintendents. 

Regarding the effect of the use of steam machinery on the number of 
offences relating to work, the Inspector-General says :— 

“ Tt is constantly asserted by those who have no practical experience on the subject, that 
the employment of steam machinery in jails tends to make work easier, and therefore those 
jails which have machinery do not properly carry out sentences of hard labour. A glance at 
column 5, Statement V1, will show that the jails in which steam machinery is employed, viz. 

ipore, Presidency, Bhagulpore and Buxar, are those in which the largest number of offences 
against work are ned Nothing is more irksome to a naturally idle prisoner than work 
on a machine, which keeps him actively employed for a certain number of hours If to this 
we add the fact that the amount of work done by each individual can be checked with great 
exactness, we have what all prisoners, and certainly all native prisoners, thoroughly dislke— 
continuous work, and at the end of the day no opportunity of cheating in the ntity of 
the task done. In the Hooghly jail, where a large task at bag-sewing is exacted, the offences 
against work have been very numerous.” : 

Upon this question the Lieutenant-Governor, having in the course of his 
last year’s tour visited all the jails in which machinery has been introduced, 
is convinced that sentences of hard labour can be properly carried out if them. 
In dealing with machinery, constant and unflagging attention is required, and 
this continual mental tension, combined with the necessity for prompt 

hysieal action, is probably more distasteful to natives than any amount of 
i ily exertion.

There was a considerable increase under the head of “ Superintendents 
and Deputy Superintendents.” This increase was in a measure due to the new 
arrangement regarding the superintendence of the Presidency Jail.

General of Jails should call the gia attention of all Superintendents, and _ 
porcgs those in charge of the larger and central jails,,to the facts recorded 

in the f chapter of his report. A better system of gardening can evidently ~ 
. be adopted in most Bengal jails, both for the supply of’ provisions to the 
. prisoners and as a.healthy and remunerative occupation. No excuse is admis- 
le here, where Superintendents have to deal mainly with classes accustomed 
to agricultural labour, and where success has attended intelligent efforts in such 
unpromising soils as at Midnapore and Bankoora. Again, the practice which 
obtains in Beerbhoom (where purchases of food-supplies are made from the 
surrounding country, and not from the sudder bazar dealers of the station) - 

+ indicates a plan by which unreasonable claims can be met with advantage. 

Some allowarfts is admissible for the extra cost of ‘ Establishments,” in the 

fact that the annual increments to the pay of jail officials account for the differ- 

ence ; but the ‘‘ Hospital charges” are excessive, and are scarcely explained by 
the common formula of the higher prices paid for articles of diet. The extra- 
ordinary charge of Rs. 106-13-1 per sick prisoner at Bankoora should be met 

by an enquiry into the case of the “very old and invalid prisoners” confined 

in that jail. If their circumstances admit of release, the Lieutenant-Governor 
» would be ready to entertain representations in their favour. The cost for

during the past year. Owing, it is explained, to the almost conmpiete failure of 
the castor-oil seed crop in the district, from which supplies for this jail are 
usually drawn, the profits from castor-oil pressing, the staple industry of the 
jail, were not so large as were anticipated. Seed had to be procured from 
greater distances and ut an enhanced cost. A loss of nearly Rs. 5,000 was 
also incurred by the sinking of two boats of oil in the Ganges. A new industry, 
that of-silk-worm rearing has, however, been introduced into the jail with a 
view to improving the breed of silk-worms in the neighbourhood, and the mul- 
berry is being cultivated in the jail garden. The profits in the Hazareebagh 
jail amounted to Rs. 8,268. The aloe-fibre matting, which is manufactured im 
this jail, received special mention at the Exhibition in Melbourne. The aloe 
plantation round the jail is thriving, and the excess fibre has a ready sale. A 
rofit of Rs. 7,051, as compared with Rs, 4,479 in 1881, was realized in the 
Bieajecling jail. he profits were principally derived from the bakery, from 
which almost the whole of Darjecling is supplied with bread.
